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FIRST AND ONLY PRIME MINISTER 
India’s Nehru, 74, Dies 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI) — Jawaharlal Nehru, 
India’s first and only prime minister, died today of a 
stroke and heart attack. He was 74. 


Within hours, Gulzari Lai Nanda, 74-year-old 
home minister and senior member of the cabinet, 
was sworn in as acting prime minister by President 
Dr. Sarvepalli Radhakrishnan. 


A permanent successor to Nehru will be chosen 
later by the ruling Congress Parliamentary^ Party.

Most prominently mentioned for the post is Lai 
Bahadur Shastri, a 59-year-old former home minis­ 
ter and a member of the Centrist faction of the 
badly-split Congress Party who had been serving as 
Nehru’s unofficial deputy since the prime minister 
suffered a first stroke in January. 


Another possibility as prime minister is Nehru’s 
daughter, Mrs. Indira Chandi, who has served as 


India’s representative at the United Nations and in 
various other diplomatic posts for her father. 


Nehru, one of the world’s leading neutralists, 
died of the stroke and a heart attack that followed 
at 1:30 p m. (4:30 a.m. EDT) without regaining 
consciousness. 


The body will be cremated tomorrow morning 
in accordance with Hindu rites on the banks of the 


river Jumna 
at Rajghat 
beside 
the 
tomb 
of 
Mahatma Chandi, the man who led India’s fight for 
independence through passive resistance against 
the British. Nehru was his devoted follower and suc­ 
cessor as leader of the c ountry. 


A team of top medical sp e c ia lists, his daughter 
and Shastri were at Nehru’s bedside when the end 
came suddenly and dramatically. 


Nehru’s death was announced to a stunned and 
silent parliament by Heavy Industries Minister C. 
Subramiam. The announcement was repeated by the 
government radio.
